The custom of child marriage is attended by 
very evil consequences ; but the bulk of the Indian population, being steeped in 
ignorance, are not yet inclined to introduce necessary social reforms. However, 
they had better abandon the custom of child marriage; otherwise Government 
will, be obliged to interfere, though with great reluctance.

The Musdlmans, who, it is to be regretted, are rather too merciful, only beat the 
Hindus, causing no grievous hurt to anybody. But the Hindus killed hundreds 
of Musdlmans and wounded thousands. The kdfirs (infidels) destroyed ‘tombs, 
ransacked mosques, and cruelly killed Muhammadan children by pulling asunder 
their legs, their bodies being subsequently suspended from trees. The authorities 
are partial to the Hindus and many Musalmians have also been killed by the troops 
themselves. It is believed that the Turkish Envoy at Bombay complained to the 
European Officers in a threatening tone of the undue severity with which the 


Musalmdans were treated. On this a few Hindus were arrested, but the Musalmans 
arrested number thousands. 


9. The Akhbédr-i-Islam (Agra), of the 22nd August, in commenting upon 
the Bombay riots, remarks that the Bombay corres. 
Pil exten pondent of the Pioneer is not right in thinking that 
the riots were not due to any religious causes, but were 
committed by the lower classes of Musalméns witha 
view to roband plunder. It appears that the Hindus held a public meeting, 
in which the anti-cow-killing agitators took a prominent part, to raise mone 
by subscription to assist the iain in Junagath, and that some of them even went 
to Poona to represent the cause of the Junagarh Hindus to the Governor of 
Bombay, who declined to see them. Moreover, the Hindus interfered with 
Musalmdéns in the offer of their prayers by blowing shells and _ ringing bells. 
Hence it will be seen that the Hindus were really the aggressors. What 
have the National Congressionists to say to these outbreaks, who declare that. the 
Indians form one nation? Since the establishment of the National Congress the 
Hindus have been puffed up with pride, and the admission of Mr. Dadabhai Naoroji 
to Parliament has actually turned their heads. This year the Congress will be held 
in the Panjab under the presidency of Mr. Dadabhai Naoroji himself, and the 
result will be that that province, too, will become the scene of religious dissensions. 
It is high time that the Government of India should suppress the- Congress. —

jesire of the Local Government to obtain such information is highly commendable, 
but it is to be regretted that the rates of wageg given in the statement are very 
‘saccurate. The pay of syces and horsekeepers in Lucknow, as entered in the 
statement, is Rs, 4-8-0 a month. ‘They might be paid by Europeans at that rate, 
but natives generally do not pay their servants more than Rs. 4awonth. The 
statement gives. the pay of agricultural labourers in Lucknow at Rs. 4 a month; 
but if the compiler of the statement paid a visit to a village, he would find that a 
man receives 14 annas and a woman only 1 anna:a day. Again, the wages of 
carpenters and blacksmiths in Lucknow vary from Rs. 10 to Rs. 15 a month accord- 
ing to the statement. First class carpenters are doubtless paid 8 annas a day 


at the railway workshops, but the usual rate of wages in the city is 5 annas and 
in the interior of the district 4 aunas a day.
